GREAT SUFFERING. 
L ondon*, March 13.—Following the 
blizzard a severe frost has set in all 
over England. 
The frost is greatly 
hindering the clearing of the railroad 
lines which were blocked by snow­ 
drifts during the storm. 
Cornwall con­ 
tinues isolated from the rest of E n­ 
gland. 
Many wrecks are reported to 
have occurred on th at coast, and at 
Land’s End a num ber of people have 
been frozen to death. 
It is already known th at at least sev­ 
enty lives have lost off the coast during 
tho blizzard, and in addition at least 
ten men perished from cold and ex­ 
posure after reaching the shore. 
It is 
feared th at tho list of w recks and the 
record of lives lost is far from bein*; 
complete, as ,-veral vessels are known 
to be missing. 
A foreign steam ship, the name of 
which is unknow n, was wrecked off 
S tart Point, neur Dartmouth, Devon­ 
shire, England, during' the recent bliz­ 
zard. 
All the crew and passengers 
w ere drowned. 
The 
British 
ship 
Dryad, Captain 
Thomas, bound from Shields to Val­ 
paraiso, has also been wrecked off S tart 
Point. 
Her crew, consisting of tw enty- 
four men and 
officers, 
have been 
drowned. 
Am ong the schooners lost off S tart 
Point was the Lunesdalft. 
Four of her 
crew were drowned. 
Her captain was 
saved. 
The schooner Lizzie Ellen was 
also lost, and tw o of her crew were 
drowned. 
Many points inland, w here the storm 
was most severely felt, are still isolat­ 
ed from the surrounding country, and 
days m ust elapse before through freight 
and passenger traffic are entirely re­ 
stored on the 
branch 
lines of the 
railroads. 
The severity of tho storm and the ^ 
difficulty of restoring the lines of com- 1 
munication to their usual 
state of 
usefulness may be judged from the fact 
that an express train which left Ply­ 
m outh onMonday is still blocked up near 
the B rent river. 
The passengers are 
suffering severely from exposure. 
Gangs of laborers num bering hun­ 
dreds have been sent from all direc­ 
tions to clear the railroad lines in 
Devonshire and Cornwall, where the 
snow drifts have piled up so heavily 
th a t 
cuttings 
12 feet deep 
have 
to be made through the snow, which 
is now frozen into an alm ost solid 
mass.

lets must have -struck a vital part, for 
it came down instantly. It was directly 
above me, and had I not dodged my 
head just in time its body would have 
struck me square upon the head.

whizzed past my oar with terrilic force 
and fell at my side. 
There was not a 
bone in its body that was not broken 
when I attempted to pick it up. 
I am 
certain tho blow would have crushed 
my skull had the body struck m oon 
the top of the head. 
“A friend of mine named Bancroft, 
when duck hunting in Florida, also had 
a close call. 
It was just getting dark, 
and we were waiting in our boats be­ 
hind a pile of weeds for tho ducks to 
appear. 
We heard something corno 
buzzing over tho lake, and my friend 
suddenly raised himself in his boat to 
see what it was. 
It was a teal duck. 
The bird must have been going at the 
rate of 150 miles an hour. 
J ust as Ban­ 
croft looked up the duck struck him in 
the forehead and knocked him over 
into the water. 
The blow was so hard 
it stunned him, and had I not been 
there to pull him out he certainly would 
have drowned. 
The blow killed the 
duck. 
When I li lied it out of tho 
water I found the bird’s breastbone 
broken.—Chicago Tribune.
